Up to 
thianeaeut time no news on ihe Kubject 
hM Deeu received by any of the govern- 
ment of&oials.

W hen 
the ciu- reached Franklin and Huron 
streets, two men jumped on the front 
platform and pui.ed Hoiiglaiid oif. They 
threw him to the giound and kicked 
him unmercifully. Hoagland drew hi^ 
revolver and fire<l two shots, neither ot 
whicii took etl'eet. The men fled l,el>>re 
the i>oliee reached the spot. The motor- 
man ret eivud wiviffij totif wound in 

the seulfle. 

Miiyoi' Si hiereii. when seen at his resi 
deuce last night, said he liafi leec-ivc il no 
noriflcaiion tiiat the railway . Miiii),uiies 
were going to arm their employes, and 
that when he is not i lied it will be time 
tor liini to take aetioii.

New Oki-kans. Feb. 4.— A party of 300 
negroes passed through here over the 
Queen and Crescent yesterday evening. 
They came in a special train, which left 
Birmingham the previous night. These 
negroes are the first of a large party of 
perhaps 10,000, who will pass through 
the city diuing the next few months en 
route to Miexlco. The Mexican coloniza 
tion coiiijiaiiy, having headquarters in 
Mexico, have .secured large concessiouH 
of the Me.vican government on the .Ma- 
piuo river, and these negroes are being 
imijortetl to rai.st) coflFee.

Many on Both BMm Won Kniod and 

WtMinilrd rtiiil M l.iir({<> NmiiUer of I'rln- 
tinen Wure raken — l>«tailii of the Battle

London. I'eb, A. — A dispatch sent 
from ( he-l-'oo states that the .lapanese 
have captured the island of Liu-Kuug- 
Tan, off Wei>Hai-Wei, after desperate 
fighting. 

The dispatch adds that the Japanese 
fleet maintained a terrific fire on the 
island forts for several hoars. The Chi- 
nese gunners responded spiritedly. Sev- 
eral of the Chinese guns were disabled 
toward the close of the bombardment. 
The forts were badly damaged. 

Finally, while the Japanese were still 
firing at the island torts, six vessels 
lowere d boats tilled with marines armed 
with cntla.s.ses and carbimw. These 
boats were pulled ashore in the teeth of 
the enemy's tire, and the .lapanese car- 
ried all the Chinese batteries successively 
by sioriii alter fierce fighting. Many on 
both sides were killed or wounded. A 
large numijcr of prisoners were taken. 
When the djsii.iteh left, the Chinese 
and Japanese ntets weru holly eug;igea.

DISCOV ERED IN TIME.

City of Mtexico, Feb. 4.— A well 
plaiine<l attenipt at wholesale jail de- 
livery has Ihh'Ii thwarted by Coloiud 
Simon Sautaella, warden of Belem pris 
on. Suspicions wen' arouse<l some days 
ago, and by a search of the department 
assigned to the night school the dis- 
covery was made of a monster tunnel 
close to the door of the .schoolroom. 

After cutting through the foundation 
upon whiohrests the walls of the gallery 
where tibe condemned are confined, the 
subterranean passage continued 40 
yards, perforating the walls that lodge 
the htmdredsof prisoners that are await- 
ing trial. The engineering ftet, which 
has miscarried, in a few days would 
have released B.000 prisoners, as the tun- 
nel had been planned to pass nnder all 
departments of the prison, so that it 
could have been reaohed tar digging a 
few feet beneath the floors of thevaxionti 
wards.

Feb I —Two ex- 
plosions occurred yc-sterday at Riverside 
furnace in this city, injiunng a large 
number of worimen, several of them 
fatally. The explosions were caused by 
st^k in the fnmace settling and the ac- 
cumulated gas between what had settled 
and was hanging above, blowing out 
tons of stock and bricks. 

The first accident was a small erao- 
sinn which occurred in the momtng, 
when considf rable stock was blown out, 
and fhA igtnring gas set fire to the 
clothes of Pat Timlin. He ran out OI 
thf factory and was rolled in the snow, 
his blazing clothes torn off by William 
Burke. He is burned from headtofoot, 
and is not e.^iieeted to live. 

The second e.\plo>ioii took place early 
in the afternoon and was the worst, the 
material blown out wrecking the roofs 
of all the buiMings as if tli<-y had iM^en 
cannom.dril. The exjilosion («-curred 
at the hour when the whistle was blow- 
ing for work, and few lueii were around, 
or more wcjuld have Iwen injured. A 
s<^ore of men were burned or injured by 
flying missiles. The following are the 
worst injured:

DETAILS OF A D ISASTER. 
How Over a Hundred Liven Wat* Lost to 
the Wiiter. 

RioJanbiro, Feb. I. I'ollowm- are 
the details of the burning of the ferry- 
boat Terceira and the loss of over 100 
lives, a brief account of which was 
cabled the Associated Press at the time 
of the disaster: 

The Terceira, with over 800 pasuen- 
g( IS. 1< ft the Rio side of the bay at 
about <i i>. in. San Domingo was one of 
the points of disembarkation, where It 
landed i).-rh.ii>- ','00 jicM-sons and received 
on board .")n others. Soon after backing 
out of thecbM k at Sun Domingo and 
turning lowaril Praia |Orane, anothbr 
point ou the N let litM-oy aide, it was dis- 
covered that tlie Ti'i-ci'ira was ou tire 
and burning rapiilly. 

At the same lime the fcMi-yboat (iuiiita 
loft Praia C.ratide in the direction of San 
Doiinngo. Iiaviiiu .iboard ipiite a large 
numlH'r of pa,->seiigers. The alarm seems 
to have U'cn given tirsi aboard the 
Qninta by means of her steam whistle. 
The master pilot of fhe t^uinta stcami^d 
quite close to the Terceira. now almost 
entirely ungovernable. He intt tided to 
run alongside ii' ar eiimigh to save the 
passengers, who were In ininiinent dan- 
ger 'jf being burned t'j d'jath. 

But when nearly in striking distance 
of the burning wreck he was piwented 
by tho cowardice of the pas.sengers of 
the (juinta, who. in a large crowd, went 
up to the pilothou.se and with drawn re 
volvers compelled liim to abandon the 
people on the burning boat, who were 
allowed to burn to dtuvth or throw them- 
selves into the bay. A large number of 
lBnncb«»e and other craft hastened from 
tiM Bio side and attempted to save 
the drowning men, women and chil- 
dren, and many were thna rescued, but 
over 100 Uvea were unnecessarily lost.
